INDIANAPOLIS, IND., September 19.—The ex 
ecution of Louis Guetig took place at noon. He 
murdered Mary McGlew just one year ago to- 
day because she refused to renew a marriage 
engagement with him whieh she had pre- 
viously broken off on account of 
bis habits ot dissipation. lle has had two 
trials, and was sentenced to death both times. 
Hie has seemingly been indifferent to his 
fate, and only last night would he eon 
sent to the ministrations of the 
clergy. At11:50, in mounting the seaffold 
and during all the proceedings, be maintained 
utruly wonderful exhibition of nerve.

Every ciravansary 
inthe city is stretched almost to the utmost of 
its capacity to accommodate its numerous 
guests, and this, notwithstanding the real busy 
season for hotels has not neurly approached, 
and the Fuir,with its great crowds all grasping 
atanythirgin the shape ot shelter and will- 
ing to lay their sides upon the merest excuse 
fora bed, is still several away. The 
causes for this increased travel are to be sought 
in diferent directions, and as a Post DISPATCH 
reporter this morning made the grand round 
ot the hotels he will leave it for their proprie 
tors, who are best qualided to give opinions 
on the subject, to spa for themselves.

Wesley Austin has charge of the front of the 
house, and saysthis fall's business is at least 
fifty per ceut ahead of last fall's. The Laclede 
has 240 rocins, which will easily aceommodate

Hawiey will put upa large number of cots, and 
be able to accomnmodate ut least 1,000 guests. 

HURST'S WOTEL 
isa kuropean-pian bouse, and 
under the management of Mr. 
Hurst, who four years ago 
C. II. Seawell, now in-the Insane Asylum. 
It has eighty-seven rooms, with a capacity 
for100 to 125 guests, and is crowded right 
straightalong. Yesterdsy’s arrivals were 105, 
and Mr. M. W. Quinn placed the increase over 
last vear’s busmess at this time at about fifty 
percent. There are no regular boarders, and 
the patrons are mostly merchants from the 
South, especially from Texas and Arkansas, of 
whom there has been asuperabundance dur- 
ing the past month orso. The house was full 
ot Memphis people during the early days of the 
vellow tever senre, but now only three or four 
fumiliesremain. Mr. Quinn said the increased 
trade with the Soath had much to do with toe 
increase in travel, andthe extensive contracts 
being tilled by St. Louis merchants were mostly 
destined for Texas and Atkunsas points. Mr. 
Hurst will be able to comfortably logge at least 
100 guests Curing the couing buir. 

IRE HOTEL BAKNUM, 
which is last inthis list only because it was the 
last place visited, was opened last February by 
Mrs. Tberon Barnum, andis managed by her 
Freeman Barnum. Ihe hotel has met 
unvaried success since its opening, and, 
like many of the other caravansaries, is con- 
ducted on the popular European plan. Mr. C. 
E. Smith, the second clerk, said in answer to 
the reporter's interrogatories, that hotel bu3i- 
ness was usually considered dull at this time of 
vear, and no large returns were ever expected 
until after the Fair, but during the past two 
months they bad doubled oa the usual nun 
ber of guests expected at this time, ant the 
Hlote! Larnum was in the same nappy coudition 
ali the other hotels were iu—fuli and 
sometimes compelled to turn people 
awuy. Thehouse has fifty rooms and wiil con- 
ventently contain 200 guests. At present there 
fie about 100 arrivals duily, mostly merchants 
and commercial travelers from Arkansas, 
Texas, Missouri and Lllinois. The Arkansas 
editomal party which visited the city recently 
put up here, and muny State officials were 
among the patrons. It has had very few Mem- 
phis people. Mr. Smith attributed the hotel. 
keepers’ present harvest to tue general pros- 
perity that characterizes the industries of the 
country, and thought there were geod and bet- 
ter times ahead for alidepartments of business, 
During Far week the Hotel Barnum will make 
room for over 200 guests. 
THE ST. NICHOLAS AND OLIVE STREBT 
and other hoteis are in a most flourishing con- 
dition, and their registers are chock-full every 
night. All of the large boarding-houses are 
also sbarers in the distrivution the in- 
creased number of visfiors tothe city, and the 
only difficulty everywhere is an apprehension 
that all whocome here Cannot be more con- 
veniently stowed away and better provided 
for. St. Louis bas evidently tuken the tide of 
travel atthe flcod and, like that other ti le, 
which Shakspeare spenks+ about, this 
prompt action on the part et the Future Great 
will undoubtedly lead on to fortune.

The strikers claim that not more than five 
journevmen are at work at Buck & Wright's, 
while the latterinsist they have thirteen. Mr. 
Buck remains at the foundry during the day 
looking to his interests and superinten ding 
the workmen, whorre preparing for another 
beat. On yesterday Mr. Buck took off ua 
heat of betweentwo and three tons of iron. 
lhe mes are hard at work, and if it is possible 
will cast again to-morrow. Everything is 
quiet vround the building, and Mr. Clark, sec 
retary of the company, in speaking of the ro 
cent alleged troubies with the strikers, stated 
that he anticipated no violence trom that 
querter as long as hie men remained within 
the tounory.

Cuban PVWatriots Massacred 

Spanish Troops. 

NEW YorK, September 19.— A dispatch has 
heen received here from Havana to. the effect 
that the slaves of Cienfueqas, 
in Cincovilias, Cuba, have risen 
rebellion against the Spaniards 
and have joined the patriots, taking with them 
a large proportion ot their master’s cattle. 

There is great indignation in Cuba over the 
massacre Of avout seventeen oflicers who 
served in the last Cuban revolution, 
on the patriot side, but have of late been 
1esiding in different places, and follow 
their different ayocations. From 
their past records they were suspected 
of being in sympathy with the recent revolu- 
tion. Some were killed in their homes before 
the eyes of their wives and children by Spanish 
troops, and others were taken into the woods 
and slaughtered. 

The Captain General is causing an investig: 
tion, ana has cited the Governors of Calen, 
Cienfuego and Mantanzas to appear before him 
to explain the cause of these putcheries.
